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The Compassionate Species

You're in the zone - zooming down the highway, 
an endless conveyor belt of repetitive white stripes, 
inconspicuous mile marker signs, a steady green smudge 
of trees streaming by. Expressionless you appear through 
the windshield, the world of the commuter's corridor 
as mundane and predictable as the sun-induced puddle 
mirage ahead that blurs into sky as you close in on it. 

Suddenly, look though! It's a red-tailed hawk 
soaring in, rising over a thermal updraft long enough to 
suspend itself until you approach. It breaks its overhead 
pause with a wing flap that sends it soaring right over 
you, almost like it waited there on purpose just for you to 
witness. 

I know I am not alone in the driver seat with my 
excited reaction - a gasp, a flutter, an outstretched neck - 
because hearing Vinny Milone from the Mass Audubon 
Blue Hills Trailside Museum speak passionately about 
raptors, I sense he gets just as excited over such a sight. 

For Milone, a teacher and naturalist, learning 
about and caring for animals is his calling. On July 7, 
Milone shared his particular fondness for the feathered 
species during the Birds of Prey event at the Marion 
Natural History Museum. 

Belonging to the class of "birds of prey" are the 
hawks, eagles, falcons, owls, and osprey, to name a few. 

Birds of prey are a specific class of birds knows as 
raptors. Raptors are predatory birds possessing particular 
physical characteristics that make them the highly 
specialized hunters that they are - sharp strong talons, 
keen telescopic eyes, wings tailored to pursue the type of 
prey they hunt, and sturdy curved beaks for tearing apart 
flesh. 

Milone says the best way to learn about an animal 
- in this case a raptor - is to study these features, which 
help us learn the most about them, for each animal has

its own individuality, 
its own thoughts, 
its own life, and as 
the "compassionate 
species," we humans 
can observe our animal 
co-inhabitants of this 
planet and help them 
survive. 

One of the 

major functions of the 
Blue Hills Trailside 
Museum is to rescue 
injured animals and 
those that, for whatever 
reason, cannot survive 
in the wild on their own. Sick or injured animals are 
nursed back to health and some become permanent 
residents of the museum. Just like the raptors Milone 
brought with him on Friday night, the animals become 
part of the community outreach educational programs 
at the museum, helping to cultivate an interest in the 
species, build knowledge, and spread awareness. 
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The first raptor introduced was a broad-winged 
hawk that was rescued as a baby after some humans 
began feeding it and then left the home, as well as the 
baby on the porch awaiting food that would never come. 
The hawk, as well as all the animals at the museum, has 
no human-designated name, "Just so we remember that 
they are from the wild," said Milone. "Not that we don't 
care about them." 

When Milone carefully withdrew the peregrine 
falcon from its carrier, the room let out a collective 
enraptured "aawww!" 

"This is the fastest animal that we know of in 
the history of the Earth," said Milone, impressing the 
audience. The highest recorded speed of a peregrine, in 
fact, was 242 miles per hour. 

During the 1950s, the use of the pesticide DDT 
resulted in a rapid decline in peregrines, as well as pretty 
much all other raptors. Raptors, being higher up in the 
food chain, would consume rodents that consumed 
insects tainted with the deadly chemical. The raptor 
eggs in the nest would crush beneath the weight of their 
parents, the eggs' structural integrity compromised by 
the chemical pesticide. By 1960, there were zero peregrine 
falcons left this side of the Mississippi River. 

Naturalists like Milone essentially saved the 
species by pushing to ban the dangerous pesticide, and 
resettled pairs of peregrines into cities. The peregrine 
thrives in cliffside habitats, but peregrines could not yet

reestablish their numbers in their natural habitat. Their 
main predator, the great horned owl, would repeatedly 
wipe out the transplanted residents, which had to be 
brought to the cities where they could still hunt from tall 
buildings but without the presence of predators. 

There are currently 16 peregrine pairs in the State 
of Massachusetts, thanks to those like Milone. 

Once it was time for the peregrine to return to 
its carrier box, out came the tiny, elusive, kill-you-with- 
cuteness eastern screech owl, no bigger than a pint of 
beer. His feathers a little ruffled, the tiny owl opened its 
eyes one at a time and greeted the audience with a facial 
expression that straddled a fine line between sleepiness 
and surprise. 

Little masters of camouflage, the screech owl is 
virtually invisible in the wild, blending in perfectly with 
the bark design of the tree trunk in which it dwells, facing 
out from a hollow, watching all unnoticed from its perch. 
In fact, most of us, said Milone, probably pass at least one 
screech owl every day and never even realize it.

presence of a screech owl is its spooky monotonic shrill 
and haunting, descending trill after dusk. 

"I've been told," Milone added, "that every time 
you see a robin there's a screech owl around." 

There is so much we can learn from the animal 
world, Milone said. The best place to explore animals, 
and Milone' s favorite place to be, is outside in the woods 
in their natural habitat. There are simple skills one can 
acquire out of curiosity, even if we are no longer children. 

"There's still so many things to learn and ways 
to train our senses," Milone said. "All it takes is a little 
practice." 

And because we have this ability to learn of them 
and from them, we have the ability to help them, the 
choice to help them. 

Milone called the human species the 
"compassionate species." Sometimes that can be a tough 
one to believe in, but who can really say for sure besides 
the person looking back at you from the mirror whether 
or not we are the compassionate species? And even then 
during times of doubt, we look to people like Milone for 
reassurance that we as a species do indeed deserve the 
designation.

When Will Huggins talks about old times, new 
adventures, events of the day, he's animated, loud, 
laughing, and his eyes crinkle into amused slits. 

But when he talks about matters of the human 
spirit, he gets quiet and still, and you have to lean in a bit 
- not just because his voice gets soft and slow, but because 
you want to hear what he has to say. 

Having survived a series of cancer-related 
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challenges over the last nine years, beating some fairly 
long odds in the process, Huggins feels he's learned one 
wonderful lesson. 

"I had no idea how good people could be," he 
said. "I knew certain people, but I guess I didn't know 
how good everyone really was. I was a little more 
pessimistic, I guess, but I think I learned how much good 
people have in them." 

At the height of his battle with cancer (which 
is in remission, not "cured"), Huggins said he was 
down, physically and spiritually. But the people of the 
community came through for him, in ways that he wasn't 
comfortable with at first. 

"It changed me," he said. "It was hard for me to 
accept help. I'm a proud guy. I've earned everything I 
have, worked hard for this decent little life I have right 
now." 

From a $10 bill attached to a prayer in the mail 
from a stranger to a check for $15,000 to defray medical 
costs, he was astounded and embarrassed to be the 
center of attention. When a friend from high school he 
only knew on an acquaintance level came to his house 
with $2,000 from her cancer-fighting foundation, it really 
clicked. 

"I told my wife, 'I'm doing this,"' he said. "It 
changed me." 

The I WILL fund, originally started by friend Julie 
Sherman to help the Huggins family, has now shifted 
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gears to help other families battling cancer. Every year, 
the I WILL polar plunge "Freezin' for a Reason" on New 
Year's Day raises over $10,000 - with all proceeds going 
directly to local people with cancer who could use the 
help. 

"We just give them a check, no questions asked," 
he said. "It's a completely local effort, one hundred 
percent. I think that was one of the things for me, to 
justify taking the help, was to pay it forward. We take that 
seriously, my wife and I, and we try to instill that in our 
children." 

Will has a grown son, William, and lives with his 
wife Michelle and elementary school kids Cy and Olive. 
For Olive's recent birthday, she requested that friends 
bring food for the needy instead of gifts; the family 
traveled to Wareham to donate the goods and ended up 
staying for a meal with the folks there. 

In his younger days, Huggins might not have 
seen this future coming. Raised by a loving grandmother 
but with distant parents, "I was an angry kid, self 
abusive, drank myself into oblivion at times. I was sort of 
a yahoo crazy man at times in my life. I didn't care about 
school, my health, anything. But that all changed, before I 
got sick even. Really, with the kids, no matter what, I was 
always a good dad." 

Huggins' life is busy, running a successful 
building company and staying fit in mind and body, 
setting the tone for his family.

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He doesn't know what his future holds, health- 
wise, and doesn't dwell on it. For him, it's about the here 
and now - lessons learned the hard way.

Where In The World Are We? 

Mattapoisett Historical Society Museum

Like all good museums, when you enter their 
interior spaces you are swept into collections and exhibits 
that transport you to another place or another time, 
allowing you to explore and imagine in new ways. 

And that is the impact the small, but mighty, 
Mattapoisett Historical Society Museum has on its visitors 
with each new season. The 2017 season exhibit, "Mapping 
Mattapoisett - Tracing Our Place in the World, " opened 
on July 6. The exhibit of maps with informational plaques 
will, figuratively speaking, send you around the globe. 

Curator Jeffrey Miller wanted to share something 
new, something that had not been exhibited within the 
diminutive walls of the museum. "While I was looking 
around finding materials that had not been shown 
before, it occurred to me that maps could be arranged 
in a meaningful way, providing the visitor with an 
opportunity of viewing maps in a whole new way," he 
explained. 

Miller said modern day people interact with maps 
in a whole new manner versus how we had in bygone 
eras. "The basic elements of mapping are the same, but 
the maps themselves are different," he said. Thus, the 
maps on display allow the visitor access to a time well 
before computer imaging while demonstrating how map 
making has evolved over time. 

It is a multi-media exhibit, debuting maps that 
date to the early 1800s juxtapositioned with a laptop 
displaying Google Earth. While paper maps illustrate 
places, roads, rivers, property names, boundary lines, 
even the history of land ownership, they are mono- 
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dimensional tools versus technology such as Google 
Earth, which is in nearly 3D. 

Since the beginning of written languages, 
mankind has used the visual sense to direct the mind 
beyond a fixed position. The MHSM exhibit excels at 
doing just that. 

Kathleen Damaskos, the museum's treasurer 
said, "Jeff has been very thoughtful in telling the story of 
each map." She said the plaques accompanying the maps 
enhance the visitor's experience, their understanding of 
the maps, while asking questions that inspire one to take a 
deeper look at each item on display. 

The maps themselves are a mix of old hand- 
drawn pieces that illustrate boundary lines for property 
owners, coastlines with navigational elements, and even 
advertising pieces produced for the mass markets that 
began to emerge in the early twentieth century. 

One map was drawn in 1870 by an Ansel Weeks, 
who updated it for the next twenty years as property 
changed hands, while another was printed in the 1920s 
by Electric Railway and shows the routes of local trains 
in those days. And still another map takes the viewer far 
away into a battlefield. 

One such map, a field relief map tucked on the 
outside edge of the exhibit, seems as powerful today as 
it must have been when it was drawn decades ago. It is 
an early attempt at dimensional modeling. The map was 
carried home to Mattapoisett by a returning soldier after 
World War I. The map depicts Paris and the surrounding 
area when the Germans were attempting to invade the 
city. 

The exhibit ends in August, but maps and other 
historical documents and materials are available for 
viewing by appointment during the off-season.

The Past Comes Alive in Marion

Living in Massachusetts, essentially the cradle 
of the American 
Revolutionary War 
(1775-1783), our 
colonial past is never 
really far behind us, 
for there is a special 
group of history 
enthusiasts who relish 
the experience of 
colonial life - living 
it and breathing it 
and presenting it all 
to us so that we can 
figuratively visit the 
past - to see it, smell it, witness it, speak to it. 

On Saturday, July 8, the setting at Silvershell 
Beach in Marion was July 8, 1770-something as a 
weekend-long Revolutionary War militia encampment 
settled upon the grassy lawn. 

Members from the Fairhaven Village Militia 
and the Wareham Militia Group donned their period

costumes, adopted their historical personas, stoked 
the fires, pitched their tents and arranged their modest 
interiors for a show and tell of sorts, all while breaking 
from the burdens of modern life for a simpler existence, 
even if just for two days. 

Characters each exhibit their trades and craft, 
displaying and often explaining to visitors what it was 
like in the olde tyme years as workers of tin, wives sewing 
clothes and casting candles, and soldiers operating their 
primitive weaponry. 

The scene is indeed rustic, as are the clothing and 
tools, but there is a quaint charm to the antique lifestyle.

Dickerson, who is a common contributor to local militia 
encampments such as these. 

Dickerson, in his red- and white-checkered long- 
sleeved shirt, tan waistcoat, black embellished tricorn hat, 
and black buckle shoes stations himself in the makeshift 
encampment kitchen as one of the cooks. He's surrounded 
by rustic wooden spoons and bowls holding onions, 
carrots, green leafy vegetables, and amber glass jars of 
molasses and oils, as well as candles to see during the 
evening hours as he prepares the simple, yet hardy meals. 

Showing off his shoes, Dickerson says, "Back then, 
they didn't have a left foot and a right foot. Both shoes 
were identical." Including a little bit of acquired colonial 
trivia, he adds, "George Washington used to tell his 
soldiers switch them around every thirty days. If they lived 
that long, who knows. . ." 

Everything at the encampment is authentic. 
Nothing from the modern age is within sight - well, almost 
nothing. When it was pointed out that one bunch of greens 
was still held together by a blue rubber band, Dickerson 
quickly removed it and showed his gratitude to the one 
who pointed it out by flinging the rubber band at her feet. 
(No one was injured during the playful exchange). 

Smoke and the scent of burning firewood wafted 
across the lawn, mixing with the salt of the sea air, and all 
was peaceful at the 1770-something Silver shell Beach, with 
the exception of a few blasts from rifles and muskets. 

The militia et al. spent Friday and Saturday night 
sleeping at the encampment and greeted visitors from 
Saturday until they disbanded later Sunday morning. 

Missed this event? There will be another 
encampment September 23 and 24 at Fort Phoenix in 
Fairhaven. At dusk on Saturday, September 23, there will be 
a firing of the fort's four cannons. More information can be 
found at www.fairhavenvillagemilitia.blogspot.com.

Business

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Selectmen Chairman Paul Silva opened the public hearing 
on the application of the Town Wharf General Store, 10 
Water Street, for a wine and beer beverage package store 
license. 

Owner and manager Christopher Demakis 
explained the decision to expand the current merchandise 
offering to include beer and wine. "We want to offer beer 
and wine especially for people coming off boats," he 
began. "A small offering, not a full package store." He 
said that his customers had expressed interest in having 
these beverages available and it seemed natural to offer 
them. 

But two residents and one Route 6 liquor 
storeowner took exception to Demakis 7 application. 

After Selectman Jordan Collyer read letters 
from abutters Randy and Dawn Smith and George and 
Maureen Butler, the two couples were asked to share their 
concerns. 

The Butlers expressed concern that if these 
beverages were sold within the village district, it would 
draw more vehicle traffic and people into an already 
congested area. They said that delivery trucks were 
already a problem and would become more problematic. 
They also were worried about what would happen in the 
future if the business were to be sold. The Butlers also 
complimented the store for its current business model. 

The Smiths also complimented the business 
owners while voicing concern that children would be

exposed to alcoholic beverages. 

Resident Karen Fields pointed out that grocery 
stores in the local area now sell beer and wine and 
children were going into those establishments. 

Ed Lima, owner of the Village Package Store, 
also voiced concern. "There are already three package 
stores in a one-mile area." He presented the selectmen 
with a petition signed by his customers discouraging 
issuance of a permit to the village business. Lima said that 
his business depended on the summer visitors and that 
by approving this application his ability to stay viable 
was threatened. "I depend on the summer to stay in the 
black." 

Randy Smith said, "We are trying hard to protect 
the village for the residents." 

Dawn Smith asked, "Who are we protecting? . . . 
It's your duty to protect the neighborhoods." 

Peter Mello, 12 Water Street, supported the 
application. Mello told the selectmen, "We're the only 
parents in the neighborhood. . . . We support them. ..." He 
added that he's comfortable with the proposal. 

And while both the Butlers and the Smiths 
attempted to paint the application as one that would 
change the general store into a package store, Demakis 
said, "It's not going to be a package store.... We wouldn't 
do anything to hurt the neighborhood. . . . We are going to 
monitor this."

spoken to the building commissioner who confirmed 
that the current special permit the store holds covers 
the application; in fact, the special permit does not state 
what sort of merchandize the business may or may not 
sell. "They are within their rights without going before 
zoning," he said. 

Attorney Jeffery Sanders, representing the 
applicant, said that of the five wine and beer licenses the 
town may issue, none were presently in use - this would 
be the first. 

Highway Surveyor Barry Denham shared, "The 
definition of a village is a place where people live and 
have commercial activity." He said that businesses in the 
village district had been part of the Town's Master Plan 
since 1988. 

Betty Hill and Tom Copps, neighbors in the 
village district, supported the application. 

After closing the hearing, both selectmen agreed 
the applicant was within his rights to sell wine and beer, 
thus approving the request. 

Moving on to other business, the selectmen met 
with Carlos DeSousa of the Marine Advisory Board 
and Harbormaster Jill Simmons to review the near 
final proposal of changes for the waterways rules and 
regulations. 

They spent considerable time reviewing the 
updated document, including reviewing questions that 
were submitted by the public during the comment period. 
Such questions as to the legality of renting out moorings, 
grandfathered status, mooring transfers, and the need for 
storm moorings were all discussed. 

Agreeing to a variety of text changes to improve 
and clarify the language, the selectmen also voted to move 
forward with billing cycle changes and wharf contracts 
in advance of adopting the full document. During the 
August meeting, they plan to finalize and accept the new 
waterways rules and regulations, a document upgrade in 
the making for the last several years. 

Gagne discussed with the selectmen the 
creation of a new committee to look at the needs of both 
pedestrians and bicyclists called the Bike-Ped Committee. 

Gagne said this committee would consist of nine

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stakeholders: the highway surveyor, planning director, 
a member of the police department, a senior citizen, 
residents who walk and bicycle, SRPEDD representative 
Bob Burgmann, and a member of the Mattapoisett Land 
Trust. 

The focus of the committee, Gagne explained, 
would be to develop policy that would lead towards a 
"complete street" plan that the selectmen could review 
and that eventually would be adopted. 

Bonne DeSousa, who has been a prime mover 
in working towards a complete street plan as well as 
spearheading several key areas of the Mattapoisett bike 
path Phase IB, wanted to ensure that all neighborhoods 
would be included when public discussions began. 

Collyer said surveys should be conducted and 
that the committee should be charged with reaching out 
to all areas of the community. He also said a mission 
statement should be drafted before their work began. 

In other business, Robert Rogers received a 
certificate of appreciation for his decade long service to 
the town on several boards and committees. "It was a 
privilege and pleasure to service the town's people." 

Also receiving recognition were Horace and 
Karen Field who have for 40 years allowed students from 
ORRJHS to use the property they own in Northfield for 
the annual Survival Experience. 

"I really love this program," Field said, noting 
that 5,000 students have gone through the program over

the decades. He also said he has put things in place that 
will grant use of the property when he is gone. "I won't 
be around forever," he chuckled. 

In closing out his updates, Gagne said the 
state budget, while needing to be cut and suffering 
some $700,000 in decreased revenues, was able to fund 
increases in state aid to schools. "It's not often that the 
MM A compliments the legislature," he said.

Town Investigates Landfill Solar 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

The Rochester Board of Selectmen on July 10 
authorized Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar to 
research a solar energy generating facility option for the 
capped landfill on High Street. 

"We're very limited in our income," noted 
Selectman Greenwood Hartley. "A lot of different 
communities have utilized spaces that they have, and 
nothing can happen on a landfill except for that." 

It would not be a large energy production facility 
like SEMASS, Hartley specified. 

"There is a possibility it could help pay for some 
of our electric bills," said Hartley. "We do use quite a bit of 
electricity." 

Hartley said he finds the landfill an ideal location 
for a solar, since the site is not visible to residents for the 
most part. 

Hartley emphasized that there would be public 
hearings before any such project is approved. 

The board agreed that allowing Szyndlar to 
research what other municipalities in Massachusetts have 
done with solar farms atop capped landfills would be a 
step in the right direction. 

"[It could] generate a little income, at least more 
like reduce the cost of power usage," said Hartley, "and 
perhaps some savings." 

Also during the meeting, selectmen approved 
Matthew Monteiro's request to renew the Town's 
status as a Tree City USA, and also granted Monteiro 
permission to plan an Arbor Day ceremony at the Dexter 
Lane Ball Fields by the Town's newly acquired ginkgo 
biloba tree, the one donated to the town by former Town 
Administrator Michael McCue. 

McCue donated the ginkgo, which is a seedling 
cultivated from the seed of a 250-year-old ginkgo that 
survived the 1945 bombing of Hiroshima. 

The October 6 ceremony will also commemorate 
the bombing of Hiroshima, as well as Arbor Day. A time 
has yet to be announced. 

"I thought that would be a nice day to have a 
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small ceremony around the tree," said Monteiro. "Not 
just to honor Arbor Day, but also to honor the death of so 
many people." 

Monteiro also received the board's blessing to 
attend various educational courses to assist the Town 
in achieving a Tree City USA Growth Award, which 
recognizes a higher level of tree care within a Tree City 
USA-designated municipality 

Monteiro said his goal is to see the Town receive 
this award for a cumulative total of ten years, making 
Rochester a Sterling Tree City USA, of which currently 
there are only four in the state. 

"It's good that we're involved in this and we 
educate people on how important it is," said Selectman 
Naida Parker. 

In other matters. Water Commissioner Fred 
Underhill approached the board with a proposal to allow 
the Town of Middleboro to extend its water supply main 
to the Annie Maxim House, an assisted living community 
for senior citizens located at 706 North Avenue in 
Rochester. 

Underhill said he and Rochester's former town 
administrator had attended meetings with Middleboro 
officials and trustees of the Annie Maxim House, saying, 
"They all seemed to be positive toward the the proposal." 

The Town of Rochester could benefit from the 
extension in the future as an ancillary source of public 
water should Middleboro ever be granted a permit from 
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BOAT CORP.

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the state to increase its water withdrawal volume. 

After those initial meetings, however, Underhill 
said Middleboro had seen several town administrators 
come and go, and a water superintendent turnover also 
led to a stall in the process. 

"And the thing just kind of sat," Underhill said. 

Recently, though, the team met with 
Representative William Straus and managed to get the 
project running again. 

"It appears positive at this point," said Underhill. 

Rochester would likely request a new fire hydrant 
be installed near the road, at a cost to the Town, but 
Rochester would not be contributing to the actual water 
main extension. 

Middleboro and Rochester will formulate an 
inter-municipal agreement, and Middleboro Town 
Meeting voters would approve the extension. 

"We think in the long run this is a plus for us," 
said Underhill. 

In other business, Szyndlar said municipalities in 
Massachusetts have requested from the state a cumulative 
$45 million in grant money, the same grant monies the 
Town of Rochester has applied for to cover the costs of 
regionalizing its 911 dispatch service. 

The problem is, Szyndlar pointed out, there is 
only $12 million available in the pot. 

Officials from the Duxbury regionalized 911 
dispatch center have asked the Town to prioritize its 
roughly $2 million list of infrastructure upgrades and 
associated costs to the 911 regionalization transition the 
Town initially requested the state fund through a grant. 

Szyndlar met with emergency response officials 
and decided to place a number of portable radios for 
the fire and police departments lower on the priority 
list - items that are wanted, but not required for the 
regionalization transition. 

"Basically, we could still run without them, 
but we really need the stuff that we need to make this 
happen," said Szyndlar. "If that doesn't get approved 
with funding," added Szyndlar, "I'm going to recommend 
to the Town adding that to the Capital Plan. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
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Selectmen is scheduled for July 24 at 6:30 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 

Selectmen Schedule Special Town Meeting 

Marion Board of Selectmen

The Marion Board of Selectmen approved the 
scheduling of a Special Fall Town Meeting, setting it for 
Monday, October 23, at 7:00 pm at Sippican School. 

A Special Fall Town Meeting is usually held each 
year, in addition to the regular Annual Town Meeting in 
May. 

Selectman Norm Hills stated that he anticipates 
at least two articles to be proposed by the Planning Board: 
one regarding the Master Plan and one relating to zoning 
bylaw codification. 

"I'm sure as soon as you put this out there, others 
will follow," said Finance Director Judy Mooney, who sat 
in for Town Administrator Paul Dawson. 

Deadline for article submissions is September 1, 
and the warrant will be closed September 5. 

Also during the meeting, the board accepted the 
resignation of Steve Gonsalves from the Planning Board. 
Gonsalves is also a member of the Board of Selectmen and 
tree warden for the Town. 

"It was just time," commented Gonsalves during 
a follow-up. Gonsalves had only about seven months left 
to his current term and had served many years on the 
Planning Board. 

The selectmen will advertise the vacant Planning 
Board seat in the meantime and will appoint an interim 
member in August. Interested parties should send a letter 
of interest to the Board of Selectmen. 

In other matters, the board approved a money 
appropriation transfer for the Police Department in the 
amount of $111,300. The transferred funds will cover the 
cost of overtime pay required to cover the shifts of an 
injured officer who has been out of work since the last 
fiscal year. 

Extra overtime funds are required since the Town 
continues to pay the injured officer and must also pay for 
an officer to cover the shifts. The Town does, however. 
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receive some reimbursement for the injured leave. 

"These shifts have to be filled," said Board of 
Selectmen Chairman Jody Dickerson. "It's not like these 
are extra shifts out there." 

The transfer appropriation also requires approval 
from the Finance Committee, which it granted during a 
meeting last week. 

A discussion listed on the agenda regarding a 
donation to the Taber Library was tabled until the next 
meeting because a final agreement amongst the interested 
parties had not yet been finalized. 

Also, the board approved a request from the 
Marion Council on Aging to hold an open house for the 
new Benjamin D. Cushing Community Center. The event 
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will take place on Saturday, August 12, from 10:00 am 
until 1:00 pm and is open to the public.

Get the Candy on the Shelves! 

Marion Planning Board

Returning to the Marion Planning Board on 
Monday evening with a formal application, Patrick Kelley 
was rewarded for his perseverance with a Special Permit 
to operate his candy store within Rooney's Barber Shop 
on Route 6. 

The board listened as Kelley's brother Michael 
gave an impassioned statement regarding the challenges 
for individuals with autism as they enter adulthood and 
the work force. He noted that there are over two million 
adults with autism in the country. 

"The vast majority are unemployed or under- 
employed . . . and they deserve to be employed in 
appropriate settings . . . where accommodations can 
be made." He added, "Many small businesses and 
entrepreneurs are looking to support autistic individuals 
and recognize [their] special skills such as focus and 
repetition." 

Kelley's associate, who he described as his 'work 
buddy', spoke briefly, as did Kelley, thanking the board 
for their consideration and recognizing that this already 
had been a great experience starting and sustaining a 
business. 

The board then weighed in with their thoughts 
about the application, with Vice Chairman Steve Kokkins 
first clarifying that the application this evening was 
strictly for the candy store and that a proposed ice cream 
truck had been removed from consideration. 

Kokkins reflected the consensus of the board 
when he asked for a vote for the change of use, saying, 
"The store inside the barber shop is good." 

Chairman Eileen Marum noted that with the 
Minor Site Plan Review, the issue of parking and traffic 
and the separation of pedestrians and cars on the site 
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was not relevant if there was going to be an ice cream 
truck. With the truck removed from the application, 
the issue that remained was an email Marum received 
that afternoon from Lynn Peterson Read at the Board of 
Registration of Cosmetology and Barbering regarding the 
floor plan of the barber shop. 

The board wanted information from Rob Rooney, 
the owner of the barber shop, regarding a glass door that 
allowed access between the barber shop and the candy 
store. Rooney addressed the issue briefly, saying that his 
shop was inspected in June and there appeared to be no 
problem. 

Rooney will call them immediately to confirm 
that there is a separate entrance for the two shops, and 
that he will prevent anyone from passing between the 
barber shop and the candy store. 

After the board voted to approve the Special 
Permit, contingent on the approval of the Board of 
Registration of Cosmetology and Barbering, board 
member Will Saltonstall raised some questions regarding 
the site plan. 

He said he agreed with the use of the site, 
but after going through the technical requirements 
of the application, he noted there were "holes in the 
submission." 

"But since the project is in place and we can 
visually see what's there," Saltonstall said, adding, "I'm 
not worried about it. I think things are moving in the right 
direction in terms of hardscape, stormwater [etc.]..." 

Kokkins observed, "If we approve the site plan 
for the candy store, uses beyond that will trigger another 
site plan review." 

The board approved the site plan, with board 
member Chris Collings exclaiming, "Patrick! Go get those 
shelves stocked!" 

In other business, Tabor Academy came before 
the board with a Site Plan Review of their proposed 
dormitory on Spring Street. Susan Nilson, of CLE 
Engineering, presented an overview of the project. The 
proposed two-story dorm with a footprint of 7,260 square 
feet will be located on Spring Street across from the fire 
station. 

The 3.6-acre grassy site lies in Zone X outside 
of the 100-year flood plain as described by FEMA. 

The building will house 25 students and four faculty 
apartments to encourage student and faculty interactions. 
There are nine proposed parking spaces between Spring 
Street and the dorm, and two others adjacent to the 
building, which are for faculty and visitors, since Tabor 
students cannot have cars on campus. 

There are five light poles proposed, and town 
sewer services the site. The stormwater system is 
designed to address runoff from additional paving and 
roofs, with the water intended to recharge on-site. The 
roof runoff will infiltrate directly into the groundwater, 
while the pavement runoff will be treated to slow velocity 
and to remove oil and other contaminants before entering 
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the groundwater. 

Nilson noted that the biggest concern raised by 
G.A.F. Engineering, the consulting engineer for the board, 
was the question of the infiltration rate of the soils at 
the site. Since the specific site is not mapped by the Soil 
Conservation Service, CLE used adjacent soil types for 
their analysis and test pits that were more sandy than 
those mapped nearby. G.A.E asked that the applicant 
perform perc tests to more accurately represent the 
infiltration rate at the site, to which the applicant agreed. 

Board member Jennifer Francis asked if the 
applicant had considered permeable asphalt, which 
Nilson said they had, but she was concerned that the 
depth of the material would likely run into groundwater 
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separation issues. 

Christopher Winslow, Tabor Academy's chief 
financial officer, told the board that the students will be 
moved from dorms near the water, and those buildings 
would be used for administrative offices and better space 
for academic use. 

Project abutter Ray Cullum expressed concern 
regarding the use of a shared driveway over which 
he has a right of way. He noted the drive already has 
considerable wear, and Nilson assured him that while 
there is a connection to the drive, it is not intended to be 
used for access. Kokkins asked if there could be signage 
addressing Cullum's concerns, to which Winslow agreed. 
The hearing was continued awaiting stormwater results. 

Board member Norm Hills brought before the 
board the task of more bylaw codification. Most of the 
changes were unremarkable; however, the definition of 
'Home Occupation' raised some concerns. 

Within the bylaws there is a list of allowed home 
occupations, about which Francis suggested that it might 
be more efficient and durable to list what is not allowed. 
She noted, "Ten years from now, there will be a new set of 
uses. I'd rather list what is prohibited." 

When asked by Collings what she would prohibit, 
she responded, "Things like manufacturing, making 
chemicals, things that are potentially dangerous." 

Saltonstall recognized Francis' concern, but 
thought it strange not to list anything. As an example. 
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Francis noted, "There's 'art studio' listed. [This] could 
include making an eight-foot sculpture out of steel, with 
welding and banging - we don't want that sort of thing." 
Hills said he would return this issue to the committee. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
is scheduled for July 24 at 7:00 pm at the Police Station 
Community Room at 550 Mill Street. 

King Voted In As ConCom Chairman 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

The July 10 meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission was by far one of the shortest 
and easiest meetings this commission had seen in a very 
long time. 

Before the hearings began, which started a bit late 
as commissioner Michael King was delayed and unable 
to hit the 6:30 pm start time, commissioner Trevor Francis 
made a motion. 

Francis said he wanted to nominate King as 
chairman, a vacancy created by the departure of long- 
time commission member Bob Rogers. "Only because 
you've been here the longest," said Francis. "I'd be more 
comfortable if you'd act as the chairman for the time 
being," he said. Francis added that given his limited 
time on the commission, he didn't feel qualified for the 
chairman's post. 

Commissioner Chapman Dickerson seconded 
Francis' motion. King thanked the commissioners and 
opened the meeting. 

There were three Notice of Intent hearings, each 
of which subsequently received permission to move 
forward with what the commissioners called "special 
standard conditions" imposed on the proposed activities. 

When asked what those special standard 
conditions included. King said that in the near future the 
commission would be tasked with reviewing standard, 
special standard, and special conditions to make the 
process more "streamlined." 

Conservation Agent Elizabeth Leidhold 
explained that, presently, special standard conditions 
may include the mandate for installation of dewatering 
pits, delineation of work area, notice to the office, 
erosion controls, and photographs. King said a full list of 
conditions is available in the commission office. 

Coming before the commission on this night 
were: The Mattapoisett Land Trust, 0 Acushnet Road, 
for the creation of a 40-foot walking path and selective 
pruning of invasive vegetation; Robert and Sharon 
Bates, 9 West Hill Road, represented by Linda Pinto of 
Oceanside Septic, Inc., for septic system upgrades; and 
Anthony Giorgio for 6 Shore Drive LLC, represented 
by Carmelo Nicolosi of Charon Associates for the 
construction of a patio space on an undeveloped coastal 
beach lot and invasive species removal. 

Concluding the regular business of the evening, 
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Leidhold reported to the commission that Brad Holmes, 
environmental engineer monitoring the conditions at 
the Crystal Spring Solar Array Phase One, confirmed 
the site had stabilized and that the Town might wish to 
discontinue his involvement. 

The commissioners decided to individually visit 
the site to witness Holmes' conclusion and, if satisfied, 
end his monitoring activities by vote at the next meeting. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for July 24 at 6:30 
pm in the town hall conference room. 

Standing Room Only for Solar Hearing 

Rochester Planning Board

Rochester Planning Board Chairman Arnold 
Johnson was by turns indulgent and rebuking of the 
overflow crowd at the Rochester Town Hall Tuesday 
evening as he steered the board through the public 
hearings of two contentious projects proposed in town. 

The first was a continued public hearing 
regarding the large-scale solar photovoltaic installation 
Special Permit application for a solar farm on Rounseville 
and Mendell Roads. 

The applicant's representative Steve Long 
presented updates to the standing room only crowd 
regarding the Electromagnetic Field (EMF) study, which 
suggested that the low levels outside the fence were 
insignificant and would not affect neighbors. 

The 13-acre site would be cleared of vegetation, 
and residents expressed concern regarding the scenic 
quality of the existing trees on the site and along the 
roadway. 

Long described to the board that the location of 
the solar panels was chosen to avoid any impact on the 
riverfront area of Doggett's Brook, and saving trees along 
the road, he said, "...doesn't save anything valuable." 
Residents disagreed, stating that what's valuable was 
saving the forest. 

This tone continued throughout the discussion, 
with residents and Planning Board members taking 
aim at the project, but with board members expressing 
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frustration with the state and its policy that favors solar 
farms. 

Board member Ben Bailey pointed out that the 
legislature supports green energy sources, and as much 
as he doesn't like the solar fields in town, he stated "[The 
state] suspended towns' zoning regulations and made 
solar farms an exempted industrial use." 

Johnson asked for a show of hands of how many 
of those present attended the last Town Meeting. It was 
a poor showing, and Johnson said he was embarrassed 
that with 4,000 registered voters in town, that the quorum 
number was lowered from 100 to 75 at Town Meeting. 

One resident said, "We are a small town; we've 
done our share," and vowed to contact the State House to 
try to address the number of solar projects in town. 

Another impassioned resident noted that the 
bylaw stated the board could take neighborhood character 
and social structure into account when siting a solar 
project. 

Board member John DeMaggio briefly touched 
on this issue, saying that the wording was intentionally 
vague to give the board regulatory wiggle room. 

The hearing was continued to Monday, August 7. 

While many residents left at the close of the 
previous hearing, the room remained full to capacity as 
Johnson opened the public hearing for a Site Plan Review 
for a proposed farmer's market in a 60-acre field on Route 
105. 
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Bill Madden of G.A.F. Engineering, accompanied 
by applicant Craig Canning, presented the site plan, 
which includes two Morton style buildings 60 feet by 
120 feet in size. The buildings and parking area would be 
located on 3.9 acres directly adjacent to Marion Road. The 
remaining acreage will continue to be used for cropland. 

Canning noted that the location of the entrance 
to the site shown on the plan had been adjusted 
approximately 25 feet to the west to accommodate a 
neighbor's concerns about its proximity to her driveway. 
The front building would be used for retail space, while 
processing, sorting, and cleaning produce would occur in 
the rear building, among other activities supporting the 
business of the retail space.

There are 50 parking spaces proposed, including 
handicapped spaces. The site is serviced by town water 
from Marion and will have its own septic system. There is 
a proposed seating area on the west side of the building, 
and a grassy area near the road for display of seasonal 
products such as mums, Christmas trees, and pumpkins. 
The road into the site and around the building will be 
paved, but the parking area will predominantly be gravel 
surfaced. 

Madden noted that the applicant is seeking a 
waiver from the stormwater regulations, since the runoff 
can all be infiltrated on-site. There is minimal proposed 
lighting, except for the sign near the road and wall 
sconces on the building. 

Canning informed the neighbors that truck traffic 
will be restricted to the early morning hours with fertilizer 
deliveries and trucks hauling produce from the farm. 
Residents of the nearby Hathaway Pond Circle expressed 
considerable concern about traffic and the potential for an 
increase in accidents. Johnson stated that the police chief 
had reviewed the site and was satisfied with the site lines 
for the entrance. 

There was also a suggestion that Canning place 
the parking in the rear of the building to retain the 
"agricultural ambiance" of the area, to which Canning 
replied that the site was designed to maximize the use 
of the entire property and he did not think he could 
effectively use the site in any other configuration.

24x36: A Movie About Movie Posters. A documentary 
directed by Kevin Burke. Running time: 81 minutes. No 
MPA A rating, but some rough language. Now available 
on iTunes and other streaming services. 

According to the documentary 24x36, movie 
posters have had three distinct eras, two of which 
overlap. First, the Golden Age, whose posters were often 
genuine, enduring works of art, though never viewed at 
the time as anything but marketing tools. This era lasted 
till about the 1990s, when painted or illustrated posters 
fell out of favor, replaced by photos manipulated by 
imaging programs; such posters are noteworthy for their 
poverty of imagination, and for years at a time, if it was a 
horror film from Miramax or its sub-shingle Dimension, 
it had the notorious " floating heads" design. This ugly 
era, held in disdain by poster cultists, has more or less 
persisted in the mainstream, while over in fan culture for 
the last decade or so we've been seeing lavish posters for 
beloved genre films. 

This sidebar fan-driven era is presented in 24x36 
as a triumph, a journey out of the wilderness for what 
is, after all, a corporate art form. Hollywood has turned 
posters into soulless, same-same placards — more overtly 
advertising, in other words — while the fans who create 
and buy the fan posters curate and revive a lost art. This 
is a neat, upbeat narrative for a documentary. It's also a 
crock. 24x36 sits down with a few veteran practitioners of 
the form — Roger Kastel, who designed the iconic Jaws 
poster; David Byrd, responsible for a good many '60s 
rock posters — but mostly talks to fans, or fan artists. 
Filmmakers are represented, in one of the movie's few 
solid calls, by eternal fan- turned-creator Joe Dante. 

There's a great deal of nostalgia for work — not 
only movie posters but, say, old comic books and even 
old movies — that was made not out of any artistic urge 
but because bills needed to be paid. The majority of 
movie-poster artists were anonymous, though some of 
them managed to sneak their signatures into the design 
somewhere. The poster artist had to answer to the 
director, to studio executives, to a lot of cooks. The fan 
artists apparently just do it out of love, and are allowed 
to do (within reason) what they want. They still get paid, 
though, maybe more than the old-school artists ever did. 
The limited-edition Mondo posters, considered by many 
the epitome of the new fan-service art, routinely sell out 



within minutes, and sell for tidy sums. 

What I dislike about the Mondo aesthetic, apart 
from the company's snob-boutique appeal (you, too, 
can hit refresh on your browser a hundred times for the 
honor of spending hundreds of dollars on a print!), is 
that the designs are often way too busy Often, as in the 
preternaturally unattractive work of fan favorite Tyler 
Stout, the goal seems to be cramming as many characters 
and as much ludicrous detail into a poster as possible. 

It reflects a non-artist's assumption of what art should 
be, a ton of visible work, a spaghetti-splatter of lines and 
shapes; never mind that the eye literally doesn't know 
where to look. On the opposite end of the spectrum are 
the minimalist posters, which seek to get the whole movie 
across in one stark, usually silhouetted image. But even 
these designs are almost ostentatiously simple; they 
beseech you to coo over their cleverness, but they look 
like entries in a paperback-cover-design contest. 

24x36 never finds anything ironic or chilling in 
the notion of fans selling the past to each other. (I think 
of artists like the Mondo artists as fan artists even though 
they're professionals, because their art proceeds from their 
fandom. By the same token, a director like Edgar Wright 
sometimes veers frighteningly close to being a fan artist.) 
Do these artists ever do anything that isn't about paying 
homage to others' art? At least the old poster guys did 
other kinds of things, and the near-abstract style of Bob 
Peak ( Apocalypse Now) or the burnished photorealism 
of Richard Amsel ( Raiders of the Lost Ark) are uniquely 
their own. (Tyler Stout's stuff is unique, too, I suppose, 
inasmuch as one is grateful there isn't much other 
stuff like it.) Posters can be art, but they're accidental 
art. I imagine Saul Bass thought of his Vertigo or The 
Shining posters as just gigs, and gigs with a high level of 
influence by powerful directors at that. But they endure 
as masterpieces of the form. The culture that produced 
the masters, however, is gone, and in their place we 
have eager, sometimes exceptional students genuflecting 
mainly at fanboy franchises, comics, action, horror, etc. 
Where are the grown-ups?
